A Uaneress Govensor.—William M, Stone was
elected Governor ol lows about two years ago,
but baving othor business to nttend to, or res-
dence st Des Molnes not being pleasant, he
chose to remain st hils own homas. His private
gecretary, Orwig by neme, did all the official
business, being anthmized to =ign the Gover-
nor's name. He slgned and issued proclama-
tions appointing days tor thanksgivineg aod slec-
tionns, general and specinl; he signed pardons,
reprieves, and dischuarges irom the penitentiary,
and exerciged the pardoning I’mwur where he
“ithovght justice demanded it;” he signed the
certificates of JTowa’s six Congressmen, upon
which they now held their seats in Congress; he
slgned death-warrants that sent criminals to the
gullows; he appointed public officers and ap-

roved their bonds, and had probably signed

1e pamo of the Governor to ninety-nine out of
every hundred officinl papers that have needed
Governor Stone's signature. In fact, it appears
that “‘Governor” Orwig having done 0 much m
bebalf of Governor Btone, he thought he
might a8 well do u little for himsell, He, there-
fore, unpmé:rluwd to s own uge about thirty
thousand dollars’ worth of land warrants, and
m::rlomn being aroused that Governor Stone
had been doing this thing, 8 committes of the
Legiclature investigated the facts, when the
whole affslr wus made manifest. What is inally
to be done about 1t, 1s not yet determined,

A Currovs Scexs 18 Rosme.—We find the fol-
lowing in the Paris Sieole;—"*Birangers being
very numerous in Rome, on account of the Holy
Week, an attempt has been made to afford them
some smusement. OUn la-t SBonday week an
enormous tripod, surronnded by « large quantity
of fagots, and guarded by eight gendarmes,
was erceted in the Piszzs San Carlo, betore the
Church of that nume, one of the most frequented

arts ol the Corso. Towards ¢ o'clock one of

he missioparies ndvaunced, and trom the top
of a platiorm apnounced to the crowd
that his crusade against wicked books had
met with unexpected success. ‘The untortunate
persons, deceived and seduced by the writings
of Hepnsn, Proudhon, ete., bave hastened to
bring them to their confesgors, and it has been
reeolyed to burn the whole publicly.”

Union says:—*There are milllons of bushels of
rotten wheat now lying in the storehouses of
Chicugo, 1o be shipped when navigation opens,
Thie grain, in all stages of decompostion, will
be put into vessels, sent to Buflalo, put Into ele-
vators, thence taken in canal boats to all points
where these cralt go, chiefly to New York, and
thence it will be sent to New England. This
wheat is wholly nntit to be eaten, and will breel
cholera wherever it is allowed to go. Buifalo
will be ravaged by cholora if that Chicagoe whent
is stored and transferred there, Roohester, and
all the cities on the canals will be liable to sutfer
it the boats are permitted to carry this grain.
